Harley-Davidson West, a Santa 
Monica, CA, dealership, has been 
awardeda $7.3 million judgement 
against AMF, Inc., formerly the 
parent company of Harley-David- 
son. Harley-Davidson West initi- 
ated arestraint of trade suit against 
AMF and Harley in 1980 after 
their August 1979 order of 1500 
machines for the year was cut to 
300 by the factory. H-D West had 
a profitable export business going, 
according to Scott Nicoll, and after 
the cut, Harley-Davidson Interna- 
tional (the factory export branch) 
approached H-D West overseas 
customers directly. AMF is expect- 
ed to appeal the verdict, handed 
down in New York a few weeks 
ago.

Big Mistake 


Well, it looks like the Irvine Com- 
pany is going toclose Orange County 
International Raceway in January. 
OCIR is, as most of us know, the only 
remaining drag strip in southern 
California. 

What the Irvine Company is doing 
is opting not to renew the lease, say- 
ing the property is more valuable to 
the community for uses that are indi- 
cated in the general plans for the 
area. What that means is that they’re 
going to put an industrial complex 
down right on top of the drag strip. 
More valuable to the community? I 
think they’re making a big mistake. 


I feel OCIR is very valuable to the 
community. Maybe the Irvine Com- 
pany doesn’t realize that they have 
grudge racing every Wednesday night, 
high school racing every weekend 


during the school year, and addi- 


tional grudge racing on weekends 
when there isn’t a major race. This 
gives kids with hot bikes and cars a 
chance to race under race conditions, 
not on the streets where they could 
kill someone. The Irvine Company 
says people are complaining about 
the noise, but the track operator says 
he would spend up to $200,000 in 
sound walls (that have cured the 
problem in England) if the Irvine 
folks would renew the lease. 

There are a lot of racers like myself 
who put all their spare time and 
money into their race vehicles, and I 
don't know where we will go if they 
close OCIR. Drag racers are a fine 
group of people and don't give up 
easily. Please don't let it happen — 
get involved, and be willing to let the 
Irvine Company know that you value 
OCIR. Show them that there's plenty 
of demand for a local drag racing 
facility.

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Hangin’ out with

Before the 1981 AMA ‘Trans-USA Series, 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler had a reputation 
for being a good, but reckless, Pro moto- 
crosser. The name Magoo was synonymous 


with horrendous crashes mixed 
with awesome displays of 
showmanship. Magoo was al- 
most unbeatable locally, even 
when he crashed, but his performance 
was just too erratic to gain him 
respect on the National scene. 

Then came the 1981 Trans-USA 
Series. Magoo accepted an LOP/ 
Honda support ride for the series and 
cleaned up his act enough to win 
eight out of the 10 motos, sweeping 
the entire series with five overall 
wins. Heads turned in wonder at the 
“new Magoo” and Honda gave hima 
production CR125 for the 1982 CMC 
Golden State Series to see if Magoo 
really was serious. Chandler shined 
again, this time taking runner-up 
behind Johnny O’Mara, who had the 
advantage of riding a factory RC125. 

Confident after the Golden State 
Series that Magoo was serious, Honda 
gave him the works ride that Chandler 
needed to prove his worth. Chandler 
didn’t take well to Supercross, but 
finished sixth in the 500cc National 
MX standings and suddenly rose to 


_popularity in the public eye by win- 


ning the USGP at Carlsbad, all four 
motos of the Trophee and Motocross 
des Nations events and the televised 
ABC Superbikers’ race at Carlsbad. 
His latest wins were at an Italian 
Supercross on Dec. 11-12 where he 
took second in the 250cc Pro class and 
first 125cc Pro for first overall. 

We flew into Sacramento, CA, and 
drove east for about an hour to get to 
Magoo's home in Foresthill. Forest- 
hill lies on the border of the El 
Dorado and Tahoe National forests 
and the “business district” is a one- 
street, 20-second affair when driving 
through. The houses in the area are 
set on lots measured in acres and 
often the only indication of residence 
is a dirt road, which might just be an 
old logging road or a fireroad. Visit- 
ing a flashy rising motocross star-in 


"this kicked-back, country setting 


started out as an interesting contrast 
and turned out to be an exciting day. 

We jumped out of the rent-a-car at 
Magoo's new home in the woods and 
were immediately shocked by a sense 
of awkwardness. We were familiar 
with Danny in the racing environ- 
ment, but the green trees, pine-needle 


carpet and fresh, crisp air were a 
striking contrast to the bright red, 
yellow and green racing affairs we 
associated with him. We were still 
bouncing at the city pace and ended 
up almost tip-toeing to the door in 
our new surroundings. 

Danny was wearing hiking boots, 
blue jeans and a Honda T-shirt when 
we arrived and he introduced us to 
his girlfriend Tracy Davy and her 
brother Martin, who both live with 
Chandler in the house he'd bought 
only six weeks before our visit. We 
received the grand tour next, which 
started with the swimming pool and 
jacuzzi in the back of his two-acre lot, 
and passed the snowmobiles (his, 
hers and guest's), the four Hondas, 
the Toyota four-wheel drive truck 
and ended with a tour of his three- 
bedroom, two-bath home. 

Away from the race track and the 
pressures of competition, it was real 
easy to get to know Danny. He likes 
people, his toys and getting together 
with other people and playing with 
the toys. He has a bicycle that steers 
with both wheels and he likes to go 
out with his friends and go four- 
wheelin', gold mining, snowmobil- 
ing, fishing and sticking (a single 
snow ski for powder). 

Chandler's boyish, almost unend- 
ing smile is caused by his abounding 
energy and his creative ability to use 
that energy to get the most out of life. 
When he isn't physically active with 
one of his sports hobbies, his mind is 
most likely reeling with plans for his 
next project. He likes to kid and tease

his friends and get them to come 
along with him and have a good 
time. He likes the company and can 
take a joke as well as give one. He's 
definitely one for hangin' out. 

After the tour, the same Magoo 
who had won $25,000 for winning 
the Superbikers’ race, went sneaking into 
Tracy’s purse for a little money and 
smiled as he was sternly told he could 
have only two dollars. We jumped 
into the Toyota and took off to hang 
out. 

Our first excursion was one of the 
many off-road trips we would make 
that day in Danny’s truck. Danny’s 
dog Endo was riding in the back and 
would do an amazing job of surviv- 
ing all the day’s activities. After find- 
ing no one home at a friend's house, 
we went into town to get a couple of 
cans of soda and a can of snuff for 
Danny. 

After leaving the store, Magoo spot- 
ted a few friends across the street and 
we drove over to say hi. We jumped 
out in the cool air with jackets on and 
Danny talked to his buddies about 
his new snowmobiles and the general 
happenings around the mountain 
forest area. After taking his fair share 
of kidding from these friends, who 
were all perhaps 10-15 years older 
than him, we hopped into the truck 
at the same time as one of the “older” 
gentleman. Then, right there on the 
main street, he and Magoo matched 
front bumpers and hit the gas. The 
awesome power of the diesel four- 
wheel drive truck was too much for 
the Toyota and we were pushed back 
about 30 feet before the trucks parted 
and we hit the road again. 

We headed up the mountain to- 
wards Danny's father's place and only 
stopped once to take another four- 
wheel excursion. We found Danny 
Sr. changing tires on his daughter's 
VW and Danny Jr. immediately ban- 
ished him from the project and took 
over. Danny Sr. has a bad back and 
Magoo didn't want it to get worse. 
We finished the project and went 
inside for coffee and a chance to look 
through some old photo albums. 

Danny Sr. and Jr. both laughed 
and reminisced as they thumbed their 
way through the photo albums. 
Magoo started riding at five and was 
so short when he began racing at age 
nine that Danny Sr. finally took to 
setting Magoo on milk crates at the 
starting line because Magoo would 
have so much fun roosting his father 
that he'd forget about the race. 

We found Danny sober and serious 
only a couple of times during our 
visit. One of the times was when he 
proudly pointed out an autographed 
picture of his idol, Brad Lackey. 
Danny's face was easy to read at this 
point and only communicated respect 
and admiration. He told us how he 
once sat next to Lackey at a race and 
began peeling the mud off Lackey's 
boot and pressing it into little squares 
before tossing it aside. He was doing 
it without really think about it. 

Danny and his father kept on flip- 
ping through the album pages and 
eventually changed the subject to 
four-wheelin'. Danny Sr. boasted how 
he could lose Danny while four- 
wheelin' and Magoo countered with 
his own defense. We then warmed 
ourselves by the wood-burning stove 
(the only heating system) and hit the 
road again. 

While we were driving, Magoo 
told us how his parents had never 
bought a house because they had 
spent all their money on Danny's rac- 
ing. Magoo was a little more serious 
now as he talked about all the grow- 
ing up he had to do and some of the 
pains involved. 

"It really hurts him (Danny Sr.) 
when he doesn't think I'm trying; it

hurts him a lot. He used to say things 
about it and that's why we kind of 
split apart and were mad at each 
other for awhile. I started out on my 
own and began supporting myself 
and that made me realize how much 
he had done for me. I had never real- 
ized that before.” 

Danny's experience on his own 
and his relationship with Tracy even- 
tually brought him around. He's been 
with Tracy for four years now and 
they plan to get married when there is 
a big enough break in Magoo's rac- 
ing schedule. Danny has taken on a 
lot more responsibility and his rac- 
ing has taken on a whole different 
meaning. 

Danny will be staying with Honda 
for 1983 and is already thinking about 
the next 10 years of his career. “Td 
like to race the 500cc Nationals this 
year and maybe next year. Then in 
1985 I'd like to go to Europe and stay 
there for six or seven years and beat 
Roger DeCoster's five-time World 
Champion record.” 

Magoo would also like to win a 
Supercross championship, but admits 
he has a lot of trouble with Super- 


cross. “I’m really uptight in: Super-: » 


cross. I can't let myself go. It seems 
like everytime I ride a Supercross I get 
smoked. When I ride outdoors, I can 
smoke the nation as I pass them and 
leave them. In Supercross they pass 
me and leave me." 

One of the features that sets Super- 
cross apart from outdoor motocross 
is the style of jumps. Since Danny is 
known for his outrageous jumping 
showmanship, we thought it was 
ironic that Supercross bothered him. 
"Idon'thave enough room in Super- 
cross. I like it when I can jump all the 
jumps. If Ihad along enough run I'd 
jump them all. I'm more of an out- 
door rider. I think I could do real 
good in Europe because that is the 
kind of track I'm used to.” 

Magoo is used to the European- 
type tracks because he has so many set 
upin the meadows and forests around 
his home. As we four-wheeled our 
way around the area, he would point 
out countless places where he had 
tracks set up. "We go riding a lot. I 
take a bottle of Bel-Ray and $10 with 
me, and my friend Robby Henry and 
I go riding all day.” 

Besides all the riding he does, when 


the Nationals approach Danny will: 


asked what he did for training and 
what he thought his weakness were. 

“I try to get on a good program. 
Tracy starts cooking balanced meals, 
I try to eat at the same time, go to bed 
at the time, eat my vitamins at the 
same time and maintain the routine 
so that nothing changes. I run three 
or four miles a day and try to stay 
away from greasy food, but some- 
times it can't be helped. When I fly 
into New York or somewhere like 
that, I'm stuck with eating grease, 
but when I'm home I try to eat good. 

“I think my biggest problem is my 
head. I have to work on that because 
when I've had problems, it wasn't 
that I was tired, it was that I wasn't 
concentrating right. I never concen- 
trated 100% on what I was doing, but 
now I've basically got my head to- 
gether and that's been the most im- 
portant change for me.” 

Danny has gone through an awful 
lot of changes since he began sup- 
porting his own racing, settled down 
with Tracy and won the Trans-USA 
Support Series. Besides the changes 
in his personal life, and getting close 
to his father again, probably the big- 
gest change was his rise to factory - 


begimhis own training program “We: ‘|’ -riderstatus. 455955555 


“Im on good equipment now and 
that really helped. The bikes are alot 
lighter, faster and the suspension 
works a lot better. That was a big 
change psychologically because now 
I know that nobody out there has a 
bike that is better than mine. I feel 
real confident now. I used to go out 
there hoping I could win. Now I go 
out there knowing I can win.” 

The help from Team Honda and 
Danny’s tuner Steve Carter has given 
Danny just about all he needs “to 
smoke the nation.” His European 
wins, his energy, his good health and 
his new confidence are adding up to 
prepare him for a really great year in 
1983. We asked Danny about his 
European wins and found out he 
really liked the enthusiastic spectator 
support of the sport. Even more than 
that, though, we found out that Danny 
really liked the team competition at 
the Trophee and Motocross des 
Nations. 


“The team competition brought 
all the participating Honda riders 
together. We all became closer and 
got to know each other better. When 
we're here racing in the States, we 
know at the track that we're nice 
people away from the track, but we’re 
uptight and have the pressure of rac- 
ing against each other. Sure, we all 
wanted to win in Europe, but because 
we were a team, it took the individual 
load off each of us and we got a 
chance to know each other.” 

Chandler would like to get back 
together with his Honda teammates 
off the track again, but it will be hard 
with the schedules they keep. He’s 
had ideas though, “T'd like to see 
team competition in the U.S., factory 
against factory, maybe once a year. 
We could have it filmed for TV and 
make a big deal about it like the 
Superbikers, and see what factory has 
the best team.” 

Team or no teams, Magoo will be 
racing for a long time. He enjoys rac- 
ing so much that it’s become more of 
a habit than a profession. 

We drove back to Magoo’s friend’s 
house and found three guys working 
onan old truck that, while an antique, 
seemed to be destined towards trans- 
portation rather than restoration. 
Danny jumped in on the project and 
when the battery failed to start the 
truck, and compression didn’t work 
either, Danny jumped on the side 
boards with a can of starting fluid 
and fed the carburetor while another 
guy pulled the truck with another 
Toyota. The truck never started and 
Magoo set to goading the other guys 
into a little four-wheelin’. 

What went on for the next few 
hours was a game of “let's get the 
other truck stuck." Magoo was the 
leader and the hands down winner. 
We must have towed and winched the 
other truck out of messes a half a 
dozen times. Everyone was muddy by 
the time we returned home and we'd 
all been through some pretty terrain 
and traversed more than a few eye- 
opening obstacles. Magoo is as crazy 
on four wheels as on two! 


Magoo laughed whén we comment- 
ed on his driving and told us how 
Honda teammate Johnny O'Mara 
calls him a hick, and Magoo calls 
O’Maraa kitten (or did he use another 
word?). Anyway, O'Mara has a real 
nice Toyota four-wheeler, but won't 
subject it to the same abuse as Chand- 
ler. O'Mara is from the southern 
California city area and was one of 
Magoo's teammates in Europe. Danny 
would really like to get him up to 
Foresthill for a little four-wheelin', 
but after seeing the pictures on these 
pages, we doubt if Johnny will take 
his truck. It's pretty tough to with- 
stand Magoo's goading when his 
mind's made up.

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What now, 
Bad Brad?

Possibly one of the biggest surprises of 1982 
is that with only a few days left in the year, it 
is not known what 500cc World Motocross 
Champion Brad Lackey will be riding in 


1983, nor whose colors he will 
wear. : 

Lackey’s Suzuki contract ex- 
pired at the end of his cham- 


pionship-winning season, and there 
is no news on what Brad will ride to 
defend his title. “We're still kicking 
things around,” he says, “Trying to 
find out if the deals I want are going 
to get going. I've had some possibili- 
ties with out-of-the-motorcycle- 
industry companies, although some 
have fallen through, and I'm still 
waiting for an answer from a few. 

“If everything works out the way I 
want it to, I'd like to defend my title. 
But everyone's taking so long with 
the economy the way it is. They get so 
late. We wanted to run the Golden 
State Series, but we don't have any 
bikes lined up yet. I guess we'll just 
have to wait." 


Although Lackey has no firm plans 
for 1983 competition, he does know 
what he's going to do as far as a busi- 
ness project. He and three-time World 
Road Racing Champion Kenny 
Roberts are producing a line of cas- 
ual clothing called Fox Action Wear. 

“What we've got is clothing along 
the lines of Hang Ten and OP. We're 
going to get that going, get it started 
in motorcycle shops and then go on 
to bigger outlets. 


“We're using the Fox name and 
logo because of my association with 
Moto-X Fox. They've also got a great 
logo, not to mention the dealer net- 
work. We can get in there and get it 
rolling pretty fast. We've already 
decided on samples, and we're about 
ready to go. 


“I've never done anything like this 
before, but with KR involved it's a 
good combination, and a good story 





to get the product line going. We'll 
putour story on theclothing tag, like 
the other guys do about how all these 
guys got together at a surf shop, or 
whatever they do. I don't know if it 
helps sell clothing, but everybody is 
doing it." 

“We licensed the name from Bob 
Fox, and we've already had the logo 
done and it looks great on the pants 
and shirts.” 

Another project of Lackey's, now 
delayed by non-finalization of '83 
plans, was a conditioning camp in 
theSierra Nevada range of California. 

“We were hoping to set up a camp 
in Mammoth, CA, along the lines of 
what I've done a few times in Sweden 
at Alta. No bikes, just conditioning 
work like cross country skiing and a 
lot of gym work. Also, we would have 
a nutrition program. And, we'd have 
Dean Miller there to talk about sports 
injuries. 

“It'd be a little different from the 
school where they just teach a guy to 
ride. We'd be conditioning the stu- 
dents, showing'them what they have 
to go through to become a profes- 
sional motocrosser; the nutrition, how 
to avoid injuries, things like that. 

“However, everything else has car- 
ried us away from the camp project. 
We hoped it would go on right after 
Christmas, but now we're not sure 
when it will be. We're going to wait 
until we get everything else sorted 
out, which isa priority. I don't expect 
that we'll make any money with the 
camp, just help everybody else." 

So Lackey's future plans are not yet 
settled. We asked if anything else was 
going on. “That's about it,” said 
Lackey, adding, “Attempting to do 
those three things, get back in shape 
and get rolling, it's actually a pretty 
busy schedule.” e

Denmark was 
represented by multi-time champion 
Ole Olsen, in his last championship 
ride before retirement, and Hans Neil- 
sen. Olsen and Neilsen were the only 
pair that had won it together before 
(1979). Kai Niemi and Ari Koponen 
rode for Finland. Australians Billy 
Sanders and Gary Gugliemi did the 
best for the hometown folks. Larry 
Ross and Mitch Shirra represented 
New Zealand. Czechoslovakia sent 
Jiri Stancl and Ales Dryml. 

The track was set in a rural area 
about 30 miles west of Sydney. The 
stadium consisted of a paved one- 
third mile oval with a 320 meter 
speedway track inside. There was no 
crash wall for the speedway track, 
however, the perimeter was marked 
with about 500 six inch white stick 
flags. Taking out a flag was consid- 
ered the same as hitting a wall — 
exclusion. The spectators were quite 
far back, outside the paved track's 
crash wall. The Aussies were very 
proud to hold their first speedway 
world championship event, just as 
the Americans were last August. The 
stadium was a little bit short of the 
L.A. Coliseum, but their enthusiasm 
and officiating wasn't. About 8,000 
to 10,000 spectators attended. 

Sigalos was ready for this win, hot 
from a great third place showing in 
the Coliseum and some excellent rid- 
ing at the U.S. Nationals. Schwartz, 
often his own worst enemy, was also 
up for the event, fresh off the U.S. 
Long Track Championship at Ascot 
and knowing he was the defending 
champ, along with Penhall. The two 
worked very well as a team with 
Bobby good at holding the pole and 
Dennis preferring the outside. They 
got the gate on each race except their 
last ride, when all four came out 
even. Dennis took first in each race 
with Bobby staying about a half a 
bikelength back to block for the four 
laps. Their tactics worked perfectly 
through the final heat when Sigalos 
wheelied past the checkered flag. 

Carter's and Collins' hopes of a 
win virtually evaporated with their 
first heat. The eventual fourth place 
(tie) Finns held the Englishmen to 
only two points. After a slick track 
practice session on Thursday, Carter 
decided to use a soft motor to get 
more traction. Saturday's track was 
much deeper and more power could 
have been used. 

The Danes’ hopes were dashed when 
they met the Americans for each 
team's second ride. Sigalos' and 
Schwartz's third ride, against the 
Englishmen, left little doubt that 
they would win the meeting. 

Heat 19 caused some excitement 
when Australian Billy Sanders acci- 
dentally took out his teammate Gary 
Guglielmi. The referee, Sam Bass of 
Australia, called for a restart exclud- 
ing Sanders. The crowd showed no 
disapproval. 

With theresults in, one would now 
have to consider Sigalos along with 
Carter as having a good shot at next 
year's World Individual title. Dennis 
and Bobby were going to spend an- 
other week riding and relaxing at 
their Bondi Beach residence before 
heading home. Bondi Beach is world 
famous for its own daily “Best Pairs 
Championships." e

Subject of a test were police motorcy- 
cles, specifically police equipped 
Harley-Davidson 74, Moto-Guzzi 850 
and Honda 750. The conclusion of 
the test was that the police machines 
emphasized reliability and comfort, 
not performance.

There was a lengthy article discuss- 
ing the ongoing controversy between 
the Bureau of Land Management and 
the D-38-chartered El Cajon M.C. El 
Cajon had in essence challenged the 
BLM regulations by refusing to pay 
the $1 per rider fee for a special land 
use permit and refused to post the 
required bond. Media coverage of the 
controversy clouded everything.

Riding Yamahas, Gary Wells posted 
a 1-2 day at a TT scrambles at 395 
Cycle Park in Adelanto, CA. Wells 
lost to Rob Morrison (Yam) in the 
250cc Expert class, but then returned 
to top Tom Jarnagen (Mai) in the 
500cc Experts. 


J.G. Krol did a “read test” on about 
all the motorcycle oriented publica- 
tions available at the time. Among 
the titles: Hot Bike, MiniCycle, Mod- 
ern Cycle, Cycle Illustrated, Cycle 
Sport, Motorcycle World, Perfor- 
mance Cycles and Popular Cycling. 


Six-time 250cc World Motocross 
Champion Joel Robert conducted a 
motocross school. Participants were 
of the tender gender, and included 
Marcia Holley, Cherry Stockton, 
Janene Turtin and Jeanne Allen. 


Out in the desert, Mitch Mayes 
switched to a 400 Husky and took the 
winin the Jackrabbits’ season-ending 
D-37 desert race. Bill Friant (Puc) 
took second overall to keep the num- 
ber one Division II plate out of the 
hands of DKW charger Tom Brooks. 
Larry Pfutzenreuter finished third 
overall on a 250 Bultaco. 


Chet Hollifield, an influential U.S. 
congressman, was interviewed by 
John Ulrich. Speaking on mandatory 
helmet laws, Hollifield said, “I believe 
a law requiring use of helmets by 
motorcyclists...to be a valid exercise 
of a state’s police power.” 


Kent Howerton and Steve Stackable 
duked it out in the Expert class of a 
San Marcos, TX, motocross. They 
split the first two motos, and then 
were upset by Gary Bigley in the 
third round. “Shortstack” came out 
ahead of Howerton in that final moto 
to take the overall win. e

CHiPshoot: Hangin' out with

Grace Penhall 


Two-time World Speedway Champion Bruce 
Penhall sent a shock wave through the 
motorcycle world when he announced his 
retirement. Penhall made the announcement 


from the winner's circle of the 
Los Angeles Coliseum, where 
moments before he had clinched 
his second consecutive title. 


“You’ve just seen me ride my last 
race,” he told the crowd of 30,000, 
“Im becoming an actor.” 

Four months later, Penhall hasn’t 
exactly hung up his leathers. But 
these days they're cared for by the 
wardrobe department of Metro 
Goldwyn Mayer Studios, where the 
NBC television series CHiPs is filmed. 
Penhall is the newest member of the 
cast, portraying Bruce Nelson, a Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol cadet. His 
initial deal, according to manager 
Jeff Immediato, was for seven epi- 
sodes. That quickly grew to nine, and 
when the series was picked up for the 
entire year, so was Penhall. 

Although actors have become 
motorcycle racers — the late Steve 
McQueen being the most famous ex- 
ample — motorcycle competitors go- 
ing into the film industry have done 
so in the stunt business. J.N. Roberts, 
Bud Ekins, Doug Domokos, Lane and 
Debbie Leavitt stand out as exam- 
ples. In landing the CHiPs part, 
Penhall became the first motorcycle 
racer that we're aware of to go from 
the track toʻa featured role. 


Going from the track to the studio 
is no small step, something on the 
order of going from amateur scram- 
bles to the Daytona 200. Everything is 
different, the stakes are higher and 
the checkered flag only comes out 
once a week — the legendary Nielson 
ratings. 

Shortly after Penhall made his an- 
nouncement, we contacted his man- 
ager with a proposition: Let's spend 
a day with Bruce Penhall on the 
CHiPs set, shoot a few photos, and 
turn it into a feature article. Fate 
stepped in and made it two days over 
several weeks, but it certainly did 
prove to bean interesting experience. 

It began before the sun did, arriv- 
ing at Immediato's house in the pre- 
dawn darkness. The first stop was a 
small Marina Del Rey apartment 
that Bruce uses during the week when 
he's filming. Bruce's first love, the 
beachfront family home 40 miles to 
the south in Balboa, is too far from 
the studio and he can only spend 


. weekends there while the filming is 


going on. 

On the way over Immediato, like 
all personal managers I suppose, 
speaks enthusiastically about Bruce's 
progress. “Bruce's first episode, the 
one with the World Speedway Final 
footage, has been moved up to sweeps 





week.” Sweeps is TV talk for staging 
the Superbowl of Motocross, the Day- 
tona 200 and the San Jose Mile on the 
same day, and within 15 miles of each 
other. Sweeps (one in November, the 
other in February) determine adver- 
tising rates charged by the TV net- 
works and affiliates. 

At his apartment, we find Penhall, 
and he tells us that the 7:30 a.m. 
makeup call has been set back an 
hour. Oh well. A seldom used coffee 
pot is quickly plugged into action. 

While we're waiting around in the 
apartment, the scenario goes some- 
thing like BP phone England. Pen- 
hall explains, “Our buddy Kenny 
Carter put Dennis (Sigalos) into the 
fence at the British League Riders 
Championship. Last night, Carter 
had to ride at Ipswitch (Sigalos' track) 
and I want to find out what hap- 
pened." While he does (nothing 
much), he also gives directions to a 
friend in England about what to do 
with some of the furnishings in his 
house in England, which he was try- 
ing to sell. Earlier, Immediato told 
me that he and Penhall's Cradley 
Heath team owner had come to a set- 
tlement on Penhall's early retirement 
from the British League team. (The 
British press would later speculate 
that it was a $50,000 settlement.) 

Soon enough, though, we're at the 
studio. The MGM facility is mam- 
moth, and stepping inside the gate 
makes a stranger feel like he's just 
stepped back into the 1940s. Penhall 
heads for his dressing room, a small 
portable, well, uh...shed. Down the 


. alley is sound stage 10, where all the 


interior CHP station shots are filmed. 








weeks later, to another part of the 


Right across from Penhall’s trailer is 
the sound stage used for Dallas. 

The dressing room contains a small 
couch, table and chair, and a clothes 
closet. Fortunately, actors don't have 
to spend a lot of time in there (The 
two senior stars of CHiPs, Erik 
Estrada and Robert Pine, have motor- 
homes instead of trailers). Penhall 
quickly changes clothes, and then 
heads for the makeup trailer. 

The makeup man is Dick Cobos, a 
pleasant guy in his 50s. He puts the 
finishing touches on Bob Pine's 
makeup, and then Penhall takes his 
turn. The discussion that ensues 
points out one of the major changes 
in Penhall. Now that he's an actor, 
his face is much of his fortune, and 
the makeup has been causing blem- 
ishes. Cobos, between dabs with pads 
and brushes, gives advice on counter- 
acting the problem. 

Penhall's first scene of the day is 
with Pine, who plays Sergeant 
Gatraer. It will be spliced into an ear- 
lier episode to give the Bruce Nelson 
character episodic continuity after 
the shuffled airing of the World 
Speedway Final show. 

Pine, on his way to buy a news- 
paper, tells Penhall that he'll be back 
to goover the scene. In the meantime, 
Penhall rehearses his lines with 
Danny Choda, his dialogue coach. 
Dressed in a blue cadet's uniform, 
Penhall looks somewhat silly going 
through his lines in the small trailer, 
especially when the writers give him 
gems for lines: “I ran him through 
the computer...he's been doing every- 
thing from dealing disco dust to 
making bathtub PCP...” 

Before Pine comes back, a harried 
young woman with a walkie talkie 
strapped to her waist directs us to the 
sound stage. Inside the behemoth of a 
building is what looks like a small 
lunch room with a wall of wooden 
flats leading off to one side. On the 
other side of those flats, however, is a 
reasonable facsimile of a California 
Highway Patrol office, complete with 
briefing room. All the CHiPs interior 
scenes are shot here, and the apart- 
ments of the two lead characters are 
nearby. 

What follows is an example of the 
amount of work needed to be per- 
formed for what will amount to only 
a few seconds of air time. First the 
scene is run through, and “marks” 
established for the actors. Stand-ins 
take the place of the actors while the 
lighting is checked and the camera 
set up. Then an overall view is shot. 
After that is successfully completed, 
close-up and reaction shots are taken. 
“Every actor has a set number of 
close-ups per episode,” Immediato 
tells me. “It’s in their contract. If they 
don’t get that number, they’re paid 
more.” 

Penhall, who admits that his first 
shot way back in September reguired 
17 takes before it was right, doesn't 
fluba line this morning. The veteran 
Pine does miss one or two. “This is 
the nerve center of the California 
Highway Patrol Cadet Nelson. It...it 
...certainly is.” 

But the scene is soon completed. 
However, it will be the last scene of 
the day. Word reaches the set that 
Erik Estrada has injured his back and 
will be unable to come to work. Since 
all of the scenes scheduled for the day 
involve Estrada, there is little choice 
but to send everyone home. Filming 
will virtually come toa stop for over a 


week. 

AndI'm left in a bind. Union rules 
— and boy is Hollywood a unionized 
industry — won't allow me to shoot 
photos inside the sound stage unless 
there is a union photographer pres- 
ent, or clearance 1s given. The short 
morning doesn't give us a chance to 
get the clearance. So it's back a few

MGM facility. The MGM Transpor- 
tation building has a corner set aside 
to function as a CHP garage, and 
that’s where the first scene will be 
shot. 

There’s also an addition to the case: 
a robot mechanic. Operated from the 
side by some sort of remote control, 
the robot glides about on wheels, 
sporting a “face” made up of some- 
one’s home computer. Music and 
jokes alternate from its speaker before 
it spots a young blonde woman stand- 
ing off to the side. “Hey, baby, what 
are you doing after work? Wanna 
dance?” The blonde can only giggle. 

Prior to the shooting Estrada 
arrives, giving directions to his secre- 
tary on the set. Tom Reilly, the 
show’s new co-star after the depar- 
ture of Larry Wilcox, is also present. 
CHiPs watchers know that Estrada 
plays a character named Frank Pon- 
charello, and Reilly’s character is 
Bobby “Hot Dog” Nelson, older 
brother of Penhall when they’re on 
the screen. And as they talk on the set, 
they do look somewhat like brothers, 
both blond, although Reilly at 6’1” is 
quite a bit taller than Penhall at 5’7”. 


Penhall's blue uniform provides a 
contrast to all the other CHP- 
uniformed souls walking around, and 
for that reason his character will 





probably remain a cadet for some 
time. That doesn't seem to bother 
Bruce: “My costume is a lot more 
comfortable than what Erik and Tom 
have to wear." Indeed, the uniform 
pants of Estrada, Reilly and Tina 
Gayle (who plays the Kathy Linehan 
part) are quite snug. 

Among the machinery present in 
the garage are a couple of Kawasaki 
KZ1000 police specials. Penhall does 
most of his own riding (both the 
police bike and a speedway machine) 
and he tells us, “Sometimes, when 
we're on location, I'll take one of the 
bikes and ride around. Makes all the 
drivers nervous and they all slow 
down to the speed limit. It's a lot of 
fun." 

After two quick takes with the 
robot, it's time for a shot with more 
human actors. Involved are Estrada, 
Reilly, Penhall, Paul Linke (who 
portrays Officer Henry Grossman) 
and Lou Wagner, who plays the 
long-suffering CHP mechanic. Pen- 
hall, who is filmed in this scene 
standing on a two-inch platform, has 
only one brief line. 


Again, things start with the main 
shot. Grossman directs a van into the 
garage after discovering stolen mer- 
chandise inside. The driver is ordered 
outside and interrogated. The close- 





up and reaction shots have to be 
taken. Eventually the lunch hour 
calls a halt to the proceedings. 

It's off to the MGM commissary, 
where the CHiPs cast has two tables 
more-or-less reserved. Their waitress, 
a quick-witted lady named Maxine, 
takes our meal orders and fends off a 
multitude of requests for Saturday 
night dates. Penhall, Linke and 
Wagner are the only actors who opt 
for the commissary meal this day. 


About the time Penhall's club sand- 
wich arrives, so does Melissa Gilbert, 
the 18-year-old star of Little House: 
The New Beginning and Penhall's 
date on several occasions, including 
the AMA awards banquet. She is 
bubbly and excited, especially over a 
new watch that she shows everyone. 
While lunch continues, they com- 
pare work notes, and pretty soon its 
time to get back to work. They walk 
together until 1t becomes necessary to 
take a different route. Penhall's path 
takes him past Cobos' makeup trailer, 
and Dick beckons him inside to get 
the makeup freshened up. 

Back at the garage, the last of the 
individual shots are taken. At one 
point, director Phil Bondelli shouts 
at Linke, saying, “Hey Grossi." Pen- 
hallis the one that responds, causing

Arai’s MX-80 MX/off-road 
helmet, better known as the 
Brad Lackey model, is comfort- 
able and well proportioned. 


The shape of the eye opening requires 
careful maneuvering of goggles to 
get correct fit and feel. The interior is 
well padded and washable. There is 
even a screw in the top of the Snell 80 
approved helmet which, when 
removed, allows the helmet to drain 
and dry quicker after washing the 
interior. 

The foam rubber padding in the 
crown of the fiberglass construction 
helmet may be a bit irritating to those 
withouta full crop of hair on top. We 
suggest inserting a folded bandanna 
to cover the foam. The helmet fits 
snugly around the cheeks and comes 
with a five snap visor which seals on 
the top edge to prevent water and/or 
mud from draining onto the face. 

Of interest is the rubberized mouth 
and face guard. It is adjustable up 
and down as well as fore and aft to 
provide whatever fit is required. The 
chinstrap fits snugly. The helmet 
weighs 3 lbs., 9 ozs. 

As with helmets which come in a 
few graduated sizes — small, medium, 
large, extra large — rather than hat 
sizes, we recommend trying on at 
least two or more. Our helmet, size 
large, was noted on the inside infor- 
mation band as being for sizes 7% 
through 7%. It felt too roomy. Drop- 
ping down to a medium size, even 
though it wasn’t supposed to be big 
enough for a 7% user, provided a com- 
fortable fit. 

The helmet is available in white, 
blue and yellow, and suggested list 
price is $123.95.

Event, winner share name

LITTLE ROCK, CA, DEC. 11 


Bernie Schreiber (SWM) was the winner in 
an event with little rocks, big rocks, lots of 
water, and — new for '82 — enough time to 
get the job done. Only three of the 29 starters 


failed to finish; the 1981 
Schreiber Cup, subtitled “Beat 
the Clock," saw 22 of 25 star- 
ters time out. 


This year, the riders had five hours 
to complete the first two loops before 
a final sweep began. The year before, 
the riders had five and a half hours to 
complete three loops. 


'The trial drew a record 29 starters 
(17 Expert, 12 Support) to challenge 
12 sections three times. 


The battle of “European” Ameri- 
cans went to 1979 Observed Trials 
World Champion Bernie Schreiber 
by 15 points. Former V.O.T.E. Scott 
Head finished second. Both riders 
had flown home just days before the 
event. 


Head came out ahead in the cleans 
battle, 12to 11, riding thenew white- 
fenders-and-tank Italjet T350. Bernie, 
who switched to the new Jumbo 350 
competed 





ride the Jumbo in the 1983 world 
rounds. 

Schreiber held a three point lead 
after the first loop, 23 to 26. He 
lowered his score to 13 on the second 
circuit to open a 10-point margin. 

The sections were severe enough 
that two Expert riders finished the 
first loop with 60 points (all fives). 

Head and Schreiber accounted for 
23 of the 29 Expert cleans. In the 
Support class, cleans were about as 
common as whiskers on a belly dancer. 
Bim Miller, Mike Read, and Dan 
Dixon each had one perfect ride. 
The first half of the loop took the 
entry through rocks and water before 
leading them to the main fire road. 
This arrangement permitted excel- 
lent spectator mobility. 

After riding section six, dubbed 
“Andre's Revenge,” the competitors 
motored up into a spooky storm 
drain angled 40 feet beneath the main 
fire road. 


Section six featured a slippery slab 





you had to ride it. Scott Head scored 
the only three on the first loop. 

Section seven sent the heroes up a 
mossy waterfall. The first two loops 
netted a single one, by Schreiber. 

Section eight began off the road. 
The riders had to rocket up a five-foot 
nearly vertical rock slab just inside 
the start gate. At an angle, naturally. 

Section nine climbed, dropped, 
climbed again, dropped again, and 
then dumped the riders into a long 
water-and-rocks ride to the exit gates. 

Section 10, full of nasty boulders, 
began and ended at the edge of a 
paved water crossing. 

At section 11, old-timers saw 
another familiar face. The checker 
was Ute Cup winner Doug Bradbury, 
a former V.O.T.E. competition chair- 
man who deserted to Colorado. 

Section 12 demanded riding over a 
wet angled log, sneaking between 
two monster boulders, and then drop- 
ping into white water to reach a 
sharp left up a sandstone bank. 

Schreiber (56) and Head (71) were 
the only riders to finish under 100 
points. Scott enjoyed the wide sec- 
tions. Both rated the event equivalent 
to a good American national. 

Bernie and Scott came home from 
Europe for the Schreiber Cup on 
high notes. Bernie won two two-day 
indoor trials in Italy. One of the 
events, in Milan, drew 10,000 specta- 
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Six days before the Schreiber Cup, 
Scott finished second at an indoor 
trial at the Bologna Motor Show. 

Scott reported that he’ll be riding 
for Italjet again in 1983, concentrat- 
ing on world rounds and the new 
Manufacturer's Series that will allow 
foreign riders to compete for separate 
honors at Italian nationals. Scott 
plans to take out an AMA license in 
1983, but doesn’t foresee much chance 
to ride the American series because of 
schedule conflicts. 

Bernie will ride for SWM again in 
1983. He has not yet determined if he 
will defend his American champion- 
ship. 

Dwaine Walters, number one again 
in the ATA, finished third in the 
Schreiber Cup, 51 points behind 
Head. SWM’s Dave Pyle took fourth 
(on ones) over Dan Suffin. 

V.O.T.E.'s Joe Grencius, back on 
the pegs after a year’s layoff, topped 
Mike Read by one marker, 117-118, in 
Support. John Robertson, Clive Bel- 
voir, and Dan Dixon claimed the 
next three placings. e

A baker's dozen — 13th annual year-end 
American Trials Association fund raisers. 
The victory log now reads: Bernie Schreiber 


6, everybody else 7. 


LaCrescenta's pride and joy 
won five straight events, 1975 
through 1979. After a two year 
absence in the official results 


(because of foreign riding licenses), 
Schreiber posted a 12-point victory 
over runner-up Scott Head. 

After the morning loop the scores 
stood: Schreiber 15, Dwaine Walters 
21, Head and Oli Thordarson 27. 

In the afternoon spectator sections, 
Schreiber and Head tied with six 
points apiece. Bernie scored a five, a 
one, and 13 cleans while Scott carded 
10 cleans, a two, and four ones. (Last 
year, riding unofficially, Bernie under- 
scored all riders handily by cleaning 
his first 14 afternoon rides before fiv- 
ing his final section.) 

Matt Pritchard (ATA number two) 
and Oli Thordarson (ATA number 
three) devised the five diabolical spec- 
tator treats. Each section was ridden 
three times. Again, as last year, three 
stadium-type sections were coupled 
with two outrageous natural terrain 
challenges. 


Only Schreiber, Head, and Dwaine - 


Walters (19) turned in scores under 20 
intheafternoon. Dave Pyle was fourth 


best with a score of 30. Ten of the 18 
finishers averaged more than three 
points a section. 

The 142 starters each received two 
cans of Kal-Gard lubricants at sign- 
up, then tackled the morning loop. A 
late start plus other delays abbre- 
viated the morning trial to one loop 
for Experts and one and a half loops 
for everybody else. Inadequate course 
markings contributed to the time 


problem. Some confusion over sec- ` 


tions to be ridden by some classes 
consumed more time. 

The Experts' exhibition riding be-

Kevin Norton (Itj) edged 
V.O.T.E. president-elect Reynold 
Hicklin (Fan) on cleans in the Novice 
class. (Hicklin tied with clubmate 
Howard Phelps for most Novice 
points in 1982.) Reece Fesler topped 
Andrew Parker for third on ones. 

Tim Aspy (Hon) thumped home a 
six point winner in Beginners. 1982 
point leader John Stewart (Yam) 
edged Stuart Ebert (Bul) for second 
by two points. 

John Husmann (Mon) scored a 15- 
point triumph in Senior-A over Gil 
Smith and Tom Hascher. Gil (1982 
ATA number one) beat Tom for 
second on ones. 

Jerry Wiencek (Bul) was a five 
point winner in Senior-N over Ron 
Stevens (Fan). Gary Stewart, tops in 
points for the year, finished third.

What a shame it is that more 
people will not have the oppor- 


tunity to meet the man, meet his wife 
Judy and spend a few hours basking 
in the hospitality that their nearly 
self-supporting Corona ranch offers 
to all. Every real enthusiast of the 
motorcycle genre should meet this 
humble, talented man. A man Kenny 
Roberts calls a doer, then adds, “There 
aren’t many around.” A machinist 
and engine builder with a degree in 
experience, a family man who lives 
in a house he built. Maely knows and 
loves quality and people, especially 
when the two are combined. 


His quality workmanship, service 
and. desire to save the racer money 
have given him a monopoly on the 
steel shoe market. Since Harley- 
Davidson became the last American 
motorcycle manufacturer, Maely is 
theonly man to design, build and sell 
motorcycles in America that were 
viable. 

He takes no credit for the accomp- 
lishment, but gives all credit to his 
friends, who provide assistance and 
helping hands, and the Lord. 


At this writing, Ken has a second 
speedway engine nearly ready to fire. 
Husqvarna is readying a four-stroke 
model with the top end largely of 
Maely design. Ken was a racer of both 
speedway and flat track. We talked 
with him about himself and his new 
engine. 

“I was born and raised in Wiscon- 
sin, in fact (pointing to a framed pic- 
utre), that's our family farm right 
there. I was born at that farm, my dad 
was born there, and my Grandfather 
homesteaded it. My dad was an out- 
cast, because he raced motorcycles 
way back then when I was little. 


“I can remember traveling with 
about a 1924-25 Buick touring sedan 
with wooden wheels. They had spare 
tires on each of the front fenders, so 
my dad would take the spare tire off 
of the passenger side and put his old 
racer on the running board, with the 
handlebar of the racer in the front 
seat, where I sat. I used to dodge 
around that handlebar to see out. 
Those cars had wooden wheels, like 
we saw on my Model T out there, and 
they'd start squeaking. We'd go find 
a creek bed, one we wouldn't get 
stuck in, park the car in the creek bed 
and have a picnic lunch till the water 
swelled up the wooden wheels again. 


“Ikind of got involved in that rac- 
ing picture, and World War II came 
along. About that time, we moved 
out here to Beverly Hills. I was the 
hick that came from the farm to Bev- 
erly Hills. Lucky enough, I got along 
with everybody so well, I was class 
president the next year.” 


Ken began to show a will to work 
early; a will that still possesses him. 
He frequently works an enormous 
amount of hours. Seven time National 
Speedway Champ and frequent “Hot- 
shoe Manor” visitor Mike Bast said of 
him, ''I'veseen him sleep in the shop 
for a couple hours and get up and go 
back to work. I don't know how he 
keeps up with himself." 

“I was very conservative,” says Ken 
of his early years, "I used to save 
money. I made 10€ an hour, so I made 
$6 a week. I bought my first Model A 


for $8, and I bought my first bike, a 


Pony Scout, for $7. I bought a Harley 
in Baltimore, MD, then found a pis- 
ton in the garbage can behind a Har- 
ley shop to rebuild the engine with. I 
rode it all the way across the U.S. 
during WWII. 


“But then I raced after the war. I

have pictures of Gary Scott’s dad and 


myself racing. We used to go back 
East — we could go from here to Chi- 
cago on $22 worth of gasoline in the 
'40s — and race back there on the 
summer circuit and do real well. I 
was one of the few guys to come back 
and put all the money in the bank 
and go to work the next day. 

"It was about '48-'49 or thereabouts, 
and I won a Canadian half mile 
championship. I had a 1946 woody 
Ford station wagon. My dad was with 
me, and the Canadian dollar was 
worth about a $1.10 when we were a 
dollar. I stopped at all the gas sta- 
tions before the border to try to trade 
Canadian dollars for American 
money. There were about three or 
four of us guys who went up there, 
and they were all talking in the back. 
One says, ‘how long have you been 
riding Maely?' I said, 'oh, I was prob- 
ably 12 or 14 years old.' My dad spoke 
up and he said, ‘no, he's bullin' you 
now, he was nine years old when he 


started riding.' I didn't know till then 
that my dad knew. He used to keep 
his old Indian racer in the garage. 
When he would go to town with my 
mother on a Saturday, the neighbor- 
hood kids and I would get his motor- 
cycle out, and we'd carefully take the 
plug out of the carburetor, the plug 
out of the exhaust pipe and I'd even 
check the tire valve cores to see where 
they were. We'd wheel the motorcycle 
out of the garage, they'd give me a 
shove, and I'd rideit all the way down 
to the fields and all around. Before 
he'd come back, we'd park it in the 
same place. We used to bust branches 
off the trees and cover up the tracks; 
we'd wipe the tires down and leave it 
just like it was. 

“I did that for two years, and I 
never thought he even caught on that 
I was riding his motorcycle. That's 
when hesprung it on me, about 1949. 
He said, ‘I knew everytime you rode 
that thing, but you did pretty good, 


you had everything just so — just the 
way I left it — that’s why I never said 
anything about it.” . 

Ken followed the races after he quit 
and continued to make skid shoes a 
little too well for his competition. 
His traveling welding shop was at 
many of the races, particularly Ascot. 
He repaired and refaced skid shoes, 
fixed frames for people and just made 
friends. He did that until, as he says, 
“I got tired of going to the hospital 
with wives and girlfriends and being 
a pall bearer.” 

The friends and information he 
picked up at the races proved valua- 
ble when the time came to build his 
own motorcycle. Ken had raced speed- 
way, then flat track. When speedway 
was reborn in this country, Ken re- 
turned to it as a skid shoe man and all 
around supporter. He even served as 
referee for awhile before the present 
referee, Irwin Moon — a friend of 
Ken’s for 30 years and a big help in 
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the case machining of the first Maely 
speedway bikes. Maely and Moon 
first came up with a four-valve con- 
version for a speedway engine. The 
next step was an engine of their own. 

He talked about how the races and 
his friends had helped. “Ihave a little 
notebook I always carry with me, and 
whenever an engine would blow up 
atarace track, I would always go over 
and find out what kind of engine it 
was and what the problem was. I 
would analyze what happened and 
write itin my notebook. When we did 
start making our own stuff, Iremem- 
bereda lot of the things I wrote down. 
I had a lot of reviewing and reading 
to do. There are a lot of people and a 
lot of background in this whole life 
of mine, I really own a lot of people. 

"Some of the fellows that I owe a 
lot of credit to are Jerry Branch at 
Flowmetrics, Jimmy Door from Mega- 
cycle Cams, Jerry Fairchild, Dick 
O'Brien, and Clyde Denzer from the 
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SUPERCROSS 


Harley factory, Kenny Roberts, Dick 
Mann — I can't remember all the 
names to be honest with you, every- 
body who ever rode flat track or speed- 
way and everybody who's been in the 
motorcycle industry. Guys from 
Yamaha, guys from Kawasaki, Jim 
Cook from Kawasaki, and I can goon 
and on. 

“T’ve known people in the industry 
and been friends with them for years. 
All of them have pitched in and given 
me ideas; like a lot of times I have 
four or five engineers from the Japa- 
nese motorcycle industry out here. 
I’ve had the Harley factory out here, 
and we're all good friends and have 
been for years. What one fellow tells 
me in confidence, what they’re doing 
to their motorcycle, I don't pass on to 
the other guy, its a friendship thing. 

"Ive got some fellows over in 
Europe, like Otto Latenhammer from 
Germany and Phil Pratt from Eng- 
land. Both are famous tuners. Pratt is

coming over here in January, to spend 
several weeks with us here, just to 
help us with the engine. He wants to 
use it over in England. I owe every- 
body credit for it, most of all the guy 
upstairs, he does it all for me anyway. 
Mike Bast, John Cook and Chris Rei- 
chardt are over here all the time, and 
they help me on little things and 
make suggestions. 

“One of the fellows that taught me 
alotis Erwin Moon. Erwin has been a 
wonderfully close friend of mine, 
he's helped me with a lot of little 
problems; He showed me a lot about 
operating machinery. He calls me 
faithfully all the time; if I need some- 
thing done, he comes out. I have 
another friend by the name of Bob 
Milray. He'san inventor; he designed 
a four cylinder V-4, handmade every- 
thing himself. Fabulous guy, really 
fabulous. 

“I don't think there's a city in the 
U.S., in fact, I don't think there's a 
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country in the world, other than Rus- 
sia or Japan, where we can’t go. We 
usually have a bed, a car furnished for 
us and all the meals. We can't buy 
anything. Sweden, Belgium, Ger- 
many, England, South Africa, Aus- 
tralia — all over, we’ve been there, all 
over we have friends. That shows you 
how the motorcycle people all over 
the world take care of each other. 
That's why we have a large house; in 
the summertime we have so many 
people here from Europe our neigh- 
bors don’t even ask anymore. Last 
year we had people from Sweden, 
France, South Africa, Australia, Eng- 
land and Germany all here within 
one month. 

“In this business, regardless of 
where you work or what you're work- 
ing for, if you're working for KTM, 
or you're working for Husky or you're 
working for Yamaha or someone — 
basically you're still friends regard- 
less of what happens at the race track. 
A lot of times I have stuff for Honda 
coming out here to do work on. In the 
very next box will be work from 
Yamaha. I'll cover that up, you know 
what I mean, because it’s so.nice to 
help each other and have a good 
rapport. 

“What I like is when I go toa race 
track, everyone there is a friend, that’s 
what makes it so good. When you sell 
them a product and you can look 
them straight in the eye, you're not 
like a used car dealer when you gotta 
say 'Oh no, not this guy.' I can walk 
right up to them, or they come up to 
me and I know them, and I can shake 


hands. That's what makes it reward- — 


ing." 

Ken Maely is a rare commidity. 
He's a man that Kenny Roberts says, 
will never be replaced. Head porting 
wizard, Jerry Branch, told us, “When 
you have been in this business as long 
asIhave, there are only seven or eight 
people that you try to impress. Those 
are people who have been in the bus- 
iness and know their stuff. Ken is one 
of the people I try to impress." We 
found no one with a bad thing to say 
of him. He and wife Judy raise their 
own food, Ken makes shoes and other 
parts, does some foundry work on the 
premises, is restoring a Model T, 
hostsa multitude of guests and Speed- 
way schools and spends his spare 
time working on his new engine. 
Judy said, “That engine is Ken's 
hobby and his fun, he doesn't waste 
his time doing other things for fun." 
The only things that pry him away 
from his engine are business and bus- 
iness errands, and a Bible study class 
he holds with. Mike Bast, Mrs. Bast, 
Chris Reichardt and Jack Simmons, 
an old racing friend of the Maelys. He 
summed up his view of life. 

"Lifeis much more than the pocket, 
it's just like the Bible says. I look at it 
this way, we're only here on this earth 
for a certain period of time...so if you 
can build something that has depend- 
ability, if I can produce a motorcycle 
engine that will have the reputation 
of our steel shoes and pass it on to the 
boys after I'm gone, isn't that a 
wonderful thing to do to help every- 
one out. Their engine parts will be 
cheaper, the engines will last longer 
and then they won't have to spend so 
much to overhaul it. We can make 
this sport grow, rather than taking 
the money and buying property and 
saying, 'Oh boy, look at all the money 
I've made here and look at the money 
I made over there and look at this and 
look at that.' Isn't it wonderful to 
pass that on to some other people. 
Making money isn't what I'm here 
for. If at thesame time I make engines 
I can pass the Gospel on too, that'sa 
mighty little engine there. I fell that 
if I can still help everybody out, that's 
where it's at and it's so nice to travel 
everyplace you go and there's some- 
body there who'll show you around. '$

Saline Valley trail ride

Let's ride two trails that are seldom used. 
Both start in Saline Valley, one of the most 
desolate pieces of desert real estate around. 
How remote? They're not shown on about 


90% of the area maps issued. 

They end in other valleys visited 

only by a few hearty desert 

enthusiasts. Sound interesting? 

It does to me. Do an ISDE checkout 
RE An, 






couple of friends and let's havea goat 
it. 

One trail, due to the area it crosses, 
is shunned by almost everybody. 
Having been in Saline Valley several 
times, the thought of starting at a 
skinny-dipping hot spring, riding 


Explorin’ two toug 
Is in the desert 


into Eureka Valley to view the largest 
single sand dune in California, has 
always intrigued me. The area crossed 
is part of a 400 square mile piece of 
desert closed by the BLM. This trail, 
a vehicle corridor just a few feet wide, 
is far removed from supplies. It usu- 
ally keeps most bike riders from an 
attempt. 

The second trail, although short, is 
rocky and rough and is the only road 
from Saline Valley to the “Racetrack” 
in Death Valley. This byway, called 
the “bypass,” was used on the first 
annual Death Valley-Saline Valley 
trip (Cycle News, Dec. 6, 1978). Sev- 
eral riders on that excursion said they 
would never repeat this section. It’s 
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tough both going up and coming 
down and it takes its toll on scooter 
parts. Some get left behind. Lots of 
Loctite, duct tape and wire are in 
order for this trip. 

We again used Darwin as our main 
base. Tim, one of my favorite friends 
who has lived in Darwin for almost 
30 years, still puts up with us using 
his front yard as a parking lot. Leay- 
ing our vehicles and trailers, we loaded 
up our modern version of a wagon 
train and made ready to ''head'em up 
and move'em out.” A friend with a 
four-wheel-drive mini pickup had 
agreed to transport all the supplies 
for the riders to our advance base at 
Palm Springs. Atan sdra 

» The logistics farsthe riders and, the 









vehicles was to be a minor problem. 
Moving eight cans of fuel, 20 gallons 
of water, food, firewood, shelter, 
sleeping bags, and a couple of ice 
chests for liquid refreshments the 64 
miles took three and one-half hours. 
Several stops had to be made to reload 
and retie the pile of supplies. It was 
well worth all the effort as the hot 
pools are super, the camping is free 
and the area is a scooter rider’s delight. 

Each day of the trip we were lucky 
and treated to a nice surprise. Every- 
day the jet jockeys from China Lake 
Naval Air Station put on a show for 
us. Mock dog fights, super low level 
strafing runs and just plain fancy fly- 
ing was enjoyed by all and it was also 
free. The visit from Janet and her 
girlfriend from Fresno at Margarita 
time while in the hot pool was inter- 
esting!! One young rider got sun- 
burned eyeballs looking at the scenery. 

The trip to the Racetrack can be 
made several ways. It can be visited 
on the way in, on the way out, or a 
backtrack of about 40 miles from the 
campsite. If the weather is good, who 
cares about a little extra riding. The 
“bypass” is located 10.3 miles from 
the Hunter Mountain/Grapevine 
Canyon junction. The road goes east, 
arrow Straight, so it is easy to spot. Its 
not bad for the first several miles but 
once the first sharp turn is made the 
going gets rougher. From the base of 
the moutain its all uphill until the 
summit, then a slight decent, a left 
turn and the “racetrack” comes into 
view. 

Once there we set out on foot to 
find the source of the famous sliding 
rocks. Its a no-no to use vehicles on 
the dry lake bed. After a short hike we 
found their birthplace in the south- 
east corner of the lake. The rocks, 
mostly limestone, tumble down the 
cliff and roll out onto the lake bed. 
From there they start their unusual 
gyrations. 

The rocks have been mentioned by 
explorers and prospectors as early as 
1900, but were not studied until 1950. 
Most of the rocks are in the 20- to 
50-pound class but some as large as 
200 to 600 pounds have been noted. 
Movement by some of the sliders has 
been charted and a big one once cuta 
furrow 220 feet long. Smaller rocks 
have slid 800 feet with right angle 
jogs and even complete loops. 

Experts believe wind is the most 
probable explanation. They claim a 
100 mph blow would be enough to 
move most of them over a slick wet 
surface. As dry as it seems, it does rain 
here. Accounts of the fierce wind 
have been published but on my three 
trips here, there has been no wind at 
all. In fact the dust from the bikes just 
hung in the air. I will say that the 
wind at Ubehebe Crater 20 miles up 
the road does blow. On one trip it was 
a real effort just to stand on the crater 
rim and not get blown into Nevada. 

There is one interesting story about 
the rocks. One visitor took a rock 
home (this is a no-no) and placed it in 
his back yard. Weeks later he wrote a 
nasty letter to the rangers in Death 
Valley complaining that it had not 
moved and he now believed the whole 
sliding rock thing was a hoax. 

We did the ride the long way, cov- 
ering some 78 odd miles and all riders 
and bikes made it without incident. 
One bike did receive a couple of bent 
spokes from being dropped on a 
unsoft rock. 

Back at camp we made ready for 
the next day's ride. By the campfire I 
passed on a few tidbits regarding the 
valley's history. Saline Valley has 
been passed over by most seekers of 
mineral wealth. A few talc mines are 
now back in operation after years of 
idleness. The Saline Valley Salt Works 
is nothing now but a faint memory. 
Its ruins, unfortunately can hardly be 
‘found: A few of the tram‘towers that

went over the Inyo Mountains 13.5 
miles to Swansea are barely visible up 
in Daisy Canyon. The salt was mined 
steadily from 1913 to 1918, then inter- 
mittently until 1930. It is said the salt 
was 99.3% pure and much of it was 
sold just as it was scraped from the 
lake bed. High operating costs are 
credited with its demise. Some arti- 
cles also cite that the blistering heat 
in summer and the distance from the 
“joys of life" (wine, women and 
song), as the problems of getting 
workers to mine the salt. 
Our next ride was to Eureka Valley 
. to see the largest single sand dune in 
California. Its 3.5 miles long, one 
mile wide and rises a claimed 680 feet 
high. I'll buy the length and width 
_ but the height is in the neighborhood 
4 of 300 to 350 feet. In the late 1800s this 


Valley. 

The route to Eureka Valley is some- 
thing to behold. We started at Palm 
Spring at 8:00 a.m. and headed north- 
east. The weather was cool but 
warmed up to over 90? in short order. 
From Palm Spring to Upper Warm 
Spring it is a fairly easy but rocky two 
track route. The next 14 miles to the 
summit at Steele Pass is sand, rocks, 
some variety of bushes that really bite 
and just plain crud. The BLM makes 
you stay in the bottom of the wash. 
It’s their vehicle corridor which of 
course is not the best route. The exact 
route sometimes is not visible, so 
pick the worst and you'll be close. We 
were lucky and a previous vehicle 
had left some faint tracks here and 
there. I used a topo map and compass 
and was able to pinpoint my location 





but I find it part of the fun. When I 
was a backpacker it was sometimes 
very important. The route from Palm 
Spring to Marble Bath is shown on 
the Dry Mountain topo map dated 
1957, marked as a jeep trail. The 
northern half is not shown on topos. 
I traced the route from a BLM map 
and came very close to the exact 
route. 

Many places along this segment 
has sections of golf ball sized rocks, 
slick as grease, and no bottom, The 
sand is sometimes hub deep. A cou- 
ple of places had razor blade sharp 
rocks that played hell with tires. I lost 
about four knobs completely and 
pieces of a dozen more. 

If there has been a fair amount of 
rain this route can have dramatic 
changes. Some sections required an 


style. Our average for the first 15 
miles was a hot seven miles per hour. 
The elevation changed from 1500 to 
5200 feet. It didn’t seem we: were 
climbing 240 feet per mile unless you 
looked back down the trail. The 
scenery here is bare, rock covered 
mountains, having an almost lunar 
quality. The white billowy clouds 
against a cerulean sky was worth all 
the sweat we had worked up. 

Near the summit at Marble Bath 
(now covered with sand and not vis- 
ible) this writer, using a foot as an 
outrigger, hooked a rock with a boot 
and was almost pulled off the bike. 
This is known as a H.U.B. (head up 
bottom) maneuver. Due to the ad- 
vanced age of the body and the speed 
of the bike, it resulted in a very pain- 
ful hip injury. After a long rest at 
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ride was aborted and a-slow painful 
trip was made back to camp. 

The day was not a total loss as sev- 
eral riders explored nearby canyons. 
As the lame laid in the hot pool, they 
discovered a couple of wispy water- 
falls. To see them it requires a bit of a 
hike. Climbing around the falls can 
be tricky and it is not the place for 
motorcycle boots. For your body's 
sake, take other footwear. 

After four long months a return 
trip was made to complete the route. 
To save a repeat of the Saline Valley 
side, my regular riding partner and I 
took our vehicle and bikes to the base 
of the Eureka Valley Sand Dune and 
proceeded to ride to Steele Pass. A 
loop from Palm Springs and return 
can be made if your bike can go 102 
miles on a tank of gas. For the gas 
eaters a fuel drop could be made at 
the intersection of the Waucoba and 
Saline Valley Roads. A loop will 
require 15 miles of pavement, but 
traffic will be slim to none. I've been 
on the paved route three times and 
have not seen a vehicle. The loop is 
interesting as you start at 1200 feet, 
climb to 5200, drop to 3000, climb 
again to 7600, and then decend back 
to 1200. In the last 30 miles you drop 
6400 feet. The ride down through 
Opal and Whipporwill Canyons is 
scenicand road conditions sometimes 
make it exciting. For a shorter ride, 
an out-and-back of 58 miles round 
trip can be made. I'd do the loop if 
possible. 

From the end of the graded dirt 
road we picked up a two track trail 
that takes you around the north end 
of the dune. After two miles you bear 
right and head south. There are some 
sandy patches that can catch the 
unwary. The road is easy to follow. 
Six miles from the graded road the 
most difficult spot on this half will 
appear. In a narrow pass, two sets of 
rocky stair steps must be climbed. We 
parked the bikes and walked the 
route to pick our line up through the 
rocks. I made it both ways with only 
one dab and that was due to the 
camera clicker getting in the way. 

Some drivers of four-wheelers are 
said to run this route. If they do it, it 
really must be something to see. After 
the steps its a freeway compared to 
the Saline Valley side. A couple of 
spots are deceiving as this writer did 
an endo changing lanes and received 
a skinned chin. We reached Steele 
Pass in about an hour. At the passis a 
rock cairn with a register. We signed 
in and had a laugh or two reading 
some of the comments relating to 
problems encountered. One signer, 
had doubts abot two riders on Honda 
50s trying to make the pass. If they 
were coming from Saline Valley, lots 
of luck! If a loop is made, reverse the 
above mileages. With the super 
weather and other conditions I'd rate 
this part of the ride at least a nine. My 
wife thought I was crazy to drive 629 
miles round trip to ride 28.2 miles to 
complete the loop. Crazy she said, 
but who ever said scooter riders were 
sane? 

Maps that will be helpful are: the 
Auto Club map of Death Valley and 
the following USGS topo maps: 
Waucoba Wash, CA; Last Chance 
Range, CA-NV; Dry Mountain, CA; 
Waucoba Spring, CA; Soldier Pass, 
CA-NV; Waucoba Mountain, CA; 
Ubehebe Peak, CA; New York Butte, 
CA; and Darwin, CA. Also several 
BLM maps can assist you. The three 
you will need are, Eureka, Saline and 
Panamint. 

Even though the ride took four 
months to complete it was worth 
every minute. The scenery, the chal- 
lenge of the route, made it a super 
trip. Making it with friends, and the 
view of Janet in the buff, made all the 
cuts, bruises and the us worth it.

Goin' for it in 
a different way

A guartet of golfers, including racer Ricky 
Graham, limped through gathering fog on 
the final holes of Laguna Seca Golf Club 
near Monterey, California. 


Laguna's 15th hole is split 
by a pair of lakes lined with 
bulrushes. Graham could play 
safe and lay up short of the lake 
on his next shot, or he could try to 
win the hole by hitting over the lake. 
,,Graham. followed. his, California 
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“go for it” credo and tried to hit over 
the lake. The ball plopped into the 
water. 

“Dang, Jimmie!” he shouted, using 
one of his favorite expressions. “Goin' 
for it'll get you in trouble every time.” 

“Goin’ for it” has gotten Graham 
in trouble before. His previous four 
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seasons as an AMA Expert rider have 
been marked by brilliant perform- 
ances spaced intermittently by crashes. 

In 1981, coming off a third-place 
finish in the 1980 points chase, 
Graham crashed in August at Tulsa 
and missed points in five consecutive 
races, winding up 13th. 

This year Graham decided to 
change riding styles. “When you're 
out there goin' for it, flailing away, 
you may look exciting, but you're not 
keeping the motorcycle going forward 
and you're not going fast," says 
Graham. 

A conservative approach enabled 
the 23-year-old Seaside, California, 
resident to ride Tex Peel's Iron Horse 
Harley-Davidson to the American 
Motorcyclist Association's most treas- 
ured title, the Winston Pro Series 
Grand National Championship and 
the emblematic Number One number 
plate. 

Graham edged legendary Jay Spring- 
steen, a three-time Grand National 
Champion, by two points for the 26- 
race season, second-closest title chase 
in 19 years. Graham collected $35,000 
from Winston cigarettes, the series' 
sponsor.

finally get to be an Expert," says 
Graham. “Then for a while all you 
want to do is gas it all the way and 
ride crazy. I used to ride like hell, then 
Bart Markel (a retired. three-time 
Grand National Champion) gave me 
some advice. He said, 'Graham, you 
keep it on two wheels for a change 
and you might win some races." 

Graham's change in riding style, 
from hard-charger to mellow 
smoothie, was one of the major keys 
to his 1982 championship. 

Another factor was rejoining Michi- 
gan tuner Peel, a roaring bear of a 
man who quotes late Green Bay 
Packer coach Vince Lombardi and is 
known as the “wizard of wrenches.” 

“I told Ricky he was another year 
older and another year wiser and I 
was another year more experienced,” 
says Peel. “So we went after the title. 
'The way I looked at it was winning 
wasn't everything, it was the only 
thing, like Lombardi said.” 

In the season's first race at Houston 
in February Graham, riding like the 
old Ricky, crashed. 

“T sat there in the Astrodome grand- 
stands with my side hurting that 
night and watched everybody else 
race and thought: “Man, what am I 
even doing here?” 

The following day Graham was 
fitted with a protective device to guard 
his cracke? ribs and rode Peel's 
Harley-Da. Json to victory, the first 
time in history a Harley had won the 
Astrodome TT, a race dating back to 
1969. 

“Iwas so sore, I just couldn't go for 
it. I rode smooth and mellow and I 
won. I learned from that. You don't 
have to bea wild man out there to go 
fast." ; 

At the midway point of the season 
(13 races) Graham had finished out- 
side the top four only once in races 
he'd run. And he won the historic 
Springfield Mile on May 16. Graham 
averaged a blazing 101.804 miles per 
hour in the fastest 25-mile dirt track 
race ever run. 

They started calling him “Rocket 
Ricky,” and the tag stuck through the 
season. 

Down the stretch, though, Spring- 
steen won a pair of mile track races 
—Indianapolis and San Jose. And 
the three-time champ was pressing 
Graham. f 

Graham, tensing up, suffered a 
crash in a Peoria TT practice session 
on August 15, that left him with a 
compressed vertebra, a cracked rib 
and a bruised sternum. He missed 
points in two straight races. 

“In the crash at Peoria, I was 
riding too hard, going for it again. I 
hit my chest on the handlebars when 
I fell off and for a month I went 
around breathing like I had on a real 
tight necktie that was choking me.” 

But in the season's final race at 
Ascot Park in Gardena, California, 
Graham returned to his conservative 
approach, finishing eighth behind 
Springsteen's sixth and clinching the 
title by two points, 221-219. 

“Tex told me before that race, “If 
he's (Springsteen) in front, put a 
chain on his back fender and don't let 
him get away.' Beating Jay in the 
heat race that night had taken a load 
off me. In the main event I rode con- 
servatively. I was riding around on 
the inside of the track because I knew 
where I had to finish. Hell, at Ascot 
I'm usually riding high, wide and 
handsome, up in the haybales,” said 
Graham. 

Playing it safe and conservative, 
winning four races during the season 
and finishing in the top five 12 times 
in 16 races he'd run was the key. 

"We knew what we had to do,” 
says Graham. “We just went out and 
did it—and I kept it on two wheels 
most of the time, like Bart told me to.” 








Tex Peel: 
Looking to '83

Every year that Ricky Graham 
has been a contender for the 
AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship, Martin E. “Tex” Peel 


has been the one preparing his ma- 
chines. Peel, one of the nicest people 
you'll meet on the circuit, has until 
recently juggled a full-time job along 
with the task of building rocketship 
Harley-Davidson XR750s. 

We talked to Peel for a few minutes 
recently, and asked him what was in 
the works for 1983. “Ironhorse will 
be the major sponsor," he told us, 
“Along with a considerable amount 
of help from Harley-Davidson, Cas- 
trol and Shoei. We're still in negotia- 
tions with Wiseco Pistons. That's all 
that we have pretty well locked up. 

“We're going to stick with what 
got us the number one plate. We'll be 
racing Harley-Davidson TT bikes, 
and we're building a new motor right 
now for our Harley short tracker. 
There will be a few small changes. 
We'll be using the brake system we 
built for the Superbikers in the TT 
races, along with the leading axle 
Simons forks. We're going to get 
some help from Steve Simons, too. 
He's committed to help us in the sus- 
pension area. 

“We're going to build an extra 
motorcycle, also. We'll have five bikes 
instead of four, four big motors and a 
short tracker. It's less work when you 
havean extra motorcycle. Along with 
the short tracker and TT bike, we'll 
have one that's basically a half miler 
to go along with the two milers.” 

But the 1983 season is not all that is 
on Tex's mind. For the past six 
months, he's been suffering from 
heart problems, and he is currently 
on disability leave from his auto 
plant job. 

“T just had some more tests run on 
my heart. The doctors have me on an 
exercise program and they've told me 
to lose 30 more pounds — I've got to 
get down to about 230. I'll get it done. 
I'm about 260 now, and I was at 300 
when I started. 

“Ihad some pretty bad chest pains 
about six months ago. In fact, I still 
get them if I exert myself. One artery 
is completely blocked, and another is 
about 70% blocked. 

“They did a heart catheterization 
on me two weeks ago, and they told 
me what was wrong with me. They're 
just in the process of getting some 
more weight off and seeing if I can 
operate in a fairly normal capacity 
with the weight off. Another possi- 
bility 1s surgery, either a coronary 
bypass or that new balloon surgery. 
That's all up in the air until I get 
some more weight off and try a mild 
exercise program. 

"After Houston, I'll go back and 
see the heart specialist.” 

And if Tex tackles this problem 
with the spirit he puts into his ma- 
chines, we know he'll come out OK,

Suzuki's lone

Suzuki's lone enduro weapon for the past 
two years has been their lightweight entry, 


the PE175. This has been a bit of a let down 


for those dedicated Suzuki riders who prefer

it's worth the ride on the light side to 
check it out. 

Other than a spiffy new make up 
job, the 1983 PE175 is almost identi- 
cal to the 1982 model. Black back- 
grounds have been added to the num- 
ber plate areas, the seat is now blue, 
the fork legs are a bright yellow and 
new graphics tie it all together. All in 
all, the '83 facelift is a radical im- 
provement over the yellow head-to- 
toe plastic look of last year and sure 
to make any new owner proud. 


The PE is sold as competition 
machinery for enduros and numer- 
ous little details attest to this at first 
glance. This lightweight arrow-chaser 
comes with a resetable odometer, rim- 
saver tires, headlight, taillight, quick- 
change front and rear wheels, a handy 
multi-purpose tool and self locking 
cable adjusters on both split-perch 
lever mounts. An air pressure gauge 
also comes with the bike for adjust- 
ing the air in the front forks.

tool. The tool isa two piece unit that 
contains a spark plug wrench, 
wrenches to remove both axles and a 
12mm wrench. This isn’t the only 
tool an enduro rider should carry, but 
we feel that every manufacturer should 
at least provide tools for removing 
the front and rear wheels and adjust- 
ing the chain. It's just too expensive 
for a rider to buy a wrench large 
enough to remove the wheels and 
even when the proper wrench is found, 
it's usually too large to fit in an 
enduro bag. 

Another feature that we liked was 
the self-locking cable adjuster on 
each lever mount. Fine threads on the 
cable adjuster absorb most of the 
cable tension and the rest of the lock- 
ing mechanism isa ball and spring in 
the lever mount. The cable can be 
adjusted at any time and the most the 
adjuster will rotate is a single revolu- 
tion to the point where the ball sets 
into the cable slot usually used for 
removing the cable. A great idea that 
allows the rider to adjust the cable 
quickly without any tools! 

There is no cleaner setup for a 
quick-change rear wheel than that on 
the PE. Loosen the chain adjuster 
locknuts, unscrew the axle, remove 
the spacer and the rear wheel is off. 
The chain adjustment won't change 
and the rear brake assembly remains 
mounted to the swingarm. Remove 
the left side chain adjuster locknut to 
service: the brakes, but be sure to 
remount the brake shoes the way they 
were. If mounted backwards, the 
spring hooks will scrape the hub and 
make a painfully wrong sound. 

Slinginga leg over the PE, the first 
thing we noticed was the overall 
small and light feel. The bike is thin 
and the seating position comfortable. 
The top of the 2.8 gallon gas tank 
doesn't rise as steeply as many enduro 
tanks and this contributes to the 
small feeling, giving the rider the 
freedom of movement of a motocross 
bike while providing plenty of gas 
for competition. 

While we loved the small feeling of 
the PE, the bike is,guite tall and feels 





that way whenever reaching for the 
ground. Our 5’8” rider could touch 
only the balls of his feet to the earth 
when straddling the bike and, after 
lowering the forks and easing the 
shock pre-load, our 5'2" female tester 
still had trouble giving the bike a 
healthy starting kick. The height is 
due to the 12” of ground clearance 
and the space required to get 10.6” of 
rear wheel travel out of the famous 
Full Floater suspension. 


Once underway, we forgot the 
height and felt at home and in con- 
trol. The suspension worked well 
and, regardless of skill level, all our 
testers commented on how confidence 
inspiring it was over the ruts and 
whoops. After riding the PE in sev- 
eral enduros, one of our testers com- 
plained that it was hard to avoid sit- 
ting forward on the bike, but he felt 
that some suspension adjustments 
and a new pair of handlebars might 
change this. 

At 53.1”, the wheelbase of the PE 
makes it real tree snake. The bike 
turned in and out of tight brush, 
rocky sandwashes and any other 
situations encountered on the trail. 
Over jumps and high speed whoops, 
the snake did feel a little squirrelly, 
but this was just a hint of discomfort 
and we never had any trouble. 

Trail riders had no trouble adapt- 
ing to the 172cc motor and six-speed 
transmission. The transition from 
midrange to high rpm was smooth 
and there were no surprise loop-outs 
or wheelies, just as much power as 
was comfortable. Cowtrailers could 
use the PE for climbing hills and 
enjoyed the top-end power on the 
fireroads. 

Aggressive enduro riders, on the 
other hand, required the top end 
power more often to keep up with 
speed averages. The midrange was 
useful in tight level ground maneuv- 
ers, but the top end punch was re- 
quired for lifting the front wheel or 
climbing hills. Hills took much more 
precise use of gearing and clutch at 
enduro speeds, but we were quite 
happy to find that the clutch had a 
light pull and that the engine could 
take the hard running. 

The PE’s brakes were effective at 
hauling the lightweight trailblazer 
down from warp speeds, but our tes- 
ters felt they could have been better. 
The front brake didn’t lock as solid as 
some other bikes and the rear brake 
didn’t have the progressive feel we 
prefer. This complaint is more of 
preference than fault. Wet weather 
didn’t affect the stopping power. 


Maintaining the PE brought mixed 
reactions after each riding session. 
The quick-change wheel assemblies 
and self-locking cable adjusters aided 
in servicing, but the carburetor and 
air filter were a pain to get at. The 
carburetor had to be removed to 
change the jetting (not recommended 
for beginners) and two panels, five 
screws and two spacers had to be 
removed from each side of the bike to 
get at the air filters. Servicing the air 
filters isn’t hard, it just requires a 
little extra patience and careful plac- 
ing of all the parts for retrieval. 


We rode the bike hard in five endu- 
ros and learned something new about 
the PE in each. Despite a few impact 
tests, the bash bars in front of the 
headlight worked and both the head- 
light and taillight functioned 
throughout the test. Failing the im- 
pact test was the shock remote-reser- 
voir mount. This seems to be a com- 
mon problem and the best solution 
we've seen is to remount the reservoir 
with hose clamps to the frame below 
the right side airbox. 

The Bridgestone rimsaver tires on 
the PE hooked up fine and held up 
great. We tested the rimsaver func- 
-tion theroughlyaniwo enduros fail:

ing to slow (except for impact tests) 
when the tires went flat. The rims 
didn't get so much as a scratch on 
them: ` 

The small and compact Suzuki 
odometer resides behind the front 
number plate and was consistantly 
off one-tenth of a mile at each three- 
mile speedo check. As different tires 
will change the speedo error, this 
isn't really a problem. The important 
thing is that it was consistant and 
could be relied upon. 

We liked the PE for its confidence- 
inspiring suspension, precise hand- 
ling and good motor. Compared to 


these qualities, its shortcomings 
seemed few and confined to the area 
of adjustment. For the majority of 
enduro riders, the Suzuki PE175 and 
its full complement of enduro goo- 
dies will be a great package for local 
competition. For those select few that 
seek the ultimate enduro weapon, the 
PE will be an excellant base to start 
upon the ultimate task. e

When we got back to Danny's 
house, we threw our muddy clothes 
into the washer and sat down with 
him to get on tape what we couldn't 
record while bouncing around inside 
his truck. Randy Wright, who had 
been driving the other Toyota, Henry, 
Martin and Tracy were all there with 
us and Magoo talked away without 
any reservation. His father and sister 
Blackie dropped by later and Danny 
Jr. just welcomed them in and kept 
answering our questions. 

The interview became almost a 
family project at times as one or 
another of the company would join 
in. Magoo likes attention, but likes to 
share it with his friends. He wel- 
comed all their participation and was 
real sincere in tying them into his 
answers and his plans for the future. 

“T want to get my dada house. He’s 
supported my racing all the way and 
I’ve taken a lot away from him, but I 
feel I can replace a lot of that now. 
When Tracy and I get married, I'd 
like to buy some heavy equipment 
with her parents (they own an exca- 
vating business) and help with their 
business. I don't want to own the 
company, I'd just like to have our 
parents, Martin, Tracy and I set up 
for life.” 

Magoo had made several references 
to the USGP at Carlsbad during our 
interview and discussion of racing, so 
when we were through, someone sug- 
gested we watch the tape from the TV 
airing. Danny Sr. was probably the 
most enthusiastic about watching the 
tape and made no secret of the fact 
that he was. proud of Magoo and 
could watch the tape endlessly. Dur- 
ing the showing, Danny Jr.'s expe- 
rienced eye picked up many of the 
fine details of professional racing 

After the tape was over and we'd 
seen in slow motion such details as 
every rider's hand coming up simul- 
taneously to remove a tearoff, Magoo 
being roosted in the mud and missed 
shifts by both Darrell Shultz and 
Chandler, it was time for us to leave 
the mountains and make our way 
home. After a whole day running 
around with Magoo and getting to 
know him, leaving his comfortable 
home in the forest was about as wel- 
come as leaving for the office on a 
Monday morning. We didn't want to 
go. 
We drove down out of the moun- 

tains and, as we made our gradual 
change back to the city life, we were 
again struck by the cóntrasts of the 
professional racer from the moun- 
tains. Danny is creative, energetic, 
fast and sincere. Despite his success, 
he has no plans to channel his repu- 
tation toward high-dollar movie con- 
tracts, accessory companies or any 
other big city business-type deals. 
He's into his career for the joy of rac- 
ing and left us with a clear dream- 
picture of how he'd like to live in the 
future. 

"I want to stay here. I think what 
I'dlike to do more than anything, if I 
ever have enough money, is to buy a 
house where you'd have to have a 
four-wheeler to get to it. In the win- 
ter, I would snowmobile to it and 
leave the truck parked 10-15 miles 
away where I'd have my garage. My 
cabin in the woods.

Roeseler takes Desert 
Dog 100 Enduro win

IMPERIAL VALLEY, CA, DEC. 5 
Debuting on his new XC500 
Husky, Larry Roeseler brought 
home to his new employers the 
overall trophy at the first annual 


District 38 Desert Dog 100 Enduro, 
losing only four seconds at the tie- 
breaker check. The winner of the last 
D-38 enduro, Randy Liebig, rode his 
trusty KTM 250 to second overall, 
first AA Vet with a loss of seven 
seconds. Tied with Randy was first 
Open C Vet Arnold Gruner, who was 
blessed with riding on the same min- 
ute as Roeseler. These were the only 
riders to zero the event. 

'Theride was billed as a true enduro, 
challenging enough to bring out 
Roeseler, ISDT and Baja veteran Chip 
Howell, and one of the most famous 
of off-road racing's great competi- 
tors, Malcolm Smith. Riding a new 
250cc Husky, Malcolm used this en- 
duro as a warm-up for the highly 
competitive Rocky Mountain Enduro 
Championship series in 1983. Evi- 
dently, the bike checks out as Mal- 
colm won his class. 

Under blue skies, warm tempera- 
tures and a helium filled epe bal- 
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loon, riders left the start line and 
headed south below I-8 for a fast 
warm-up first loop through fast sand- 
washes and along tight, twisty trails 
in rolling hills. Most memorable 
about the first loop was “the hill.” 
Straight up, very narrow, covered 
with loose dirt and right into the 
morning sun. Fun. Along sandwash 
shortly after gave most everyone time 
enough to get back on schedule. 

The second loop headed west 
towards the mountains through 
washes and canyons at 24 mph. 
Towards the middle of the loop, the 
going got tighter and rockier. At the 
end of the tough section was the deci- 
sive tie-breaker. The better riders made 
it to within a few seconds of a perfect 
score. 

Loop three lead north, winding 
towards the rockhouse area. The 
course hit the sand hills and tight 
canyons with a vengenance. The sev- 
eral nasty, but makeable uphills that 
liberally laced the course were enough 
of a challenge for most, but for the 
truly hard core there was the dropoff. 
A 30-foot downhill with a 10-foot 
drop at the top fully illustrated var- 
ious riding styles. The cautious ones 
(quote, “I ain’t gonna ride down 
that!”) threw their bikes down, oth- 
ers dropped off astraddle while the 
realy good riders simply jumped off. 


Harden takes Nevada 
State Championship

LAUGHLIN, NV, NOV. 27 
Factory Husky ace Scot Harden 
made it two wins in as many 
weeks, as he took his Husqvar- 
na/Pat Friel’s Valley Plastering- 
sponsored XC500 Husky to the over- 
all win in the Gamblers’ Nevada State 
Championship Hare and Hound. 
Harden’s victory wasn’t an easy one 
as the lead changed hands no less 
than four times, in the 110-plus mile 
point to point event. 

At the start it was Maico West/ 
Vegas Cycle’s Jack Johnson taking 
an early lead with Kevin Welch, Billy 
Hill and Harden hot on his tail. The 
pre-race favorites were Johnson, 
Harden and Welch, and all were sur- 
prised to see young Hill keeping his 
125 Suzuki at the front of the pack. 

Shortly before the first gas the three 
big bikes missed a turn and went sev- 
eral miles off the course, putting Hill 
SSF AGE for PSS. SEO. ere 
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and Todd Timmons, also on a 125cc, 
at the front. Jack Johnson regained 
the lead by first gas, followed by Hill, 
Harden and Welch. Glen Wischmeyer 
was holding on to the top 250cc spot, 
in fifth overall. 

At the second gas it was still John- 
son in the lead, but the Baja 1000 
winner blazed into the pits pointing 
to a front flat. Harden emerged from 
the pits in the lead, with Kevin Welch 
only seconds behind. Shortly after 
the pit Harden bailed heavily going 
up a hill, and “Kool Kev" Welch took 
the lead, until he tossed his chain and 
sheared off the brake rod. 

Johnson had barely left the pits 
after changing the front tire when the 
rear went flat, preventing him from 
challenging Harden. Scot motored in 
for the win, followed by Johnson. 
Hill took third overall, first 125cc. 

In the 250cc class it was a strong 
three-way battle between Glen Wisch- 
meyer, Bobby Davidson and Chuck 
Rush, with Bobby edging out Glenn 
at the finish for fourth overall and 
Rush behind them in sixth overall. 

In seventh came Welch, nursing a 
loose chain and with no rear brakes. 
Eighth overall, first Over 38 was Joe 
Freedom from Provo, UT. Anthony 
Pasqualotto, racing with a broken 
foot, finished ninth and Daryl Folks 
rounded out the top 10. Daryl's father 
Casey finished llth, first Class 30. 
Casey had an intense battle with rival 
Ed Sivon for most of the race with 
Folks getting around Sivon to take 
the lead at the last gas. Top Amateur 
was Scott Hoesch on a 125cc and 
Steve Meschnork topped the Novice 
class.

The 250s started about 30 seconds 
later, and Larry Baker popped his PJ1 
Yamaha out in front. Honda rider 
Brian Chereshkoff let Baker have the 
first two turns and then passed for the 
lead. Tamm Racing rider Mike Shoe- 
maker was in very tightly at third. 

Whiting had his Answer Products 
Yamaha in front at the start of lap 
two followed by Guilmette, Jeff Stan- 
ford and Rosamond Suzuki rider 
Roger Hensley. Chereshkoff was 
stretching outhis lead, but Shoemaker 
had gotten by Baker and was looking 
for Chereshkoff. Lap three found 
Hensley ahead of Stanford and Whit- 
ing ahead of everyone. There was no 
change in the 250cc ranks. 


Hensley rapidly closed the gap, 
and Whiting started the next lap with 
a shadow. Shoemaker was doing the 
same to Chereshkoff. Whiting began 
to dig out some reserve power. The 
pressure claimed one victim as 
Chereshkoff blew a berm and dropped 
back, letting Shoemaker blow by into 
the 250cc lead. 

Most riders were slowing notice- 
ably in the second half of the race, but 
the leaders were maintaining a strong 
pace. Hensley tried to get past Whit- 
ing, but got the door slammed every 
time. Gary Bowman brought his 
O’Neal Suzuki up to third place, but 
was not able to get within striking 
distance of the two leaders. Shoemaker 
was in control of the 250cc lead and 
was keeping lapped riders between 
himself and Chereshkoff. 

With only two laps to go, Hensley

Whiting’s turn to'go knocking, but 
he ran out of time and had to take 
second. Bowman was in at third. The 
250cc positions didn't change; Shoe- 
maker went on for the win, followed 
by Chereshkoff and Nev La Borde. 

Hensley beat the pack to the first 
turn in the second moto, but Whiting 
was only inches behind. Chereshkoff 
got the holeshot on the 250cc start 
with Shoemaker and Baker on him 
like two coats of fresh paint. 

Hensley went down on the second 
lap and lost five places. Whiting 
leapt into the lead with Shawn 
McConn joining him and Bowman 
slipping into third. Chereshkoff held 
the 250cc lead, but Shoemaker was 
slowly reeling him in. 

With first moto winner Hensley 
safely back in the pack, Bowman saw 
the opportunity to come out the 
overall winner — ;f — he could get 
around Whiting; no easy task.

Jay seized in morning practice. Mon- 
toya kept the pressure on, although, 
by lap seven McAvoy had put enough 
space on second place to assure him- 
self of the win. 

In 750cc Modified Production, 
Howard Monise and Mike Krolick 
had a great duel, but Mike lost some 
pieces to his pipe and the bike started 
to sputter badly, allowing Monise to 
pick up a few extra seconds to take 
the victory. 

Dave Emde went at it with Chris 
Steward and Armstrong/Rotax- 
mounted John Glover in 250cc 
GP(F3). Emde led all but the first lap, 
which was led by Glover, and put in 
his fastest time in the second lap to 
take over the lead with a 1:33.3. After 
that, Glover fought Steward for the 
remainder of the race for second, 
Emde having stretched out a comfor- 


table lead. Emde took the win, Glover | 


second, and Steward putting on a 
really good ride to take third. 

Star racing’s Tracy DeMuro diced 
with Dwayne Chung for fourth, and 
after a close confrontation Tracy came 
out ahead. Tracy later went on to win 
the Formula Two race over Kevin 
Peltz. 

In 600cc Stock Production, Aaron 
Post, Jim Vreeke and Frank Mazur 
swapped leads, but by the mid-point 
of the race, Vreeke grabbed the lead 
and held it to take the win. Mazur 
ended up second and Aaron with a 
badly backfiring bike, took third.

Bows for Holley at 
Santa Claus GP

VALENCIA, CA, DEC. 5 

Santa Claus couldn't be here 
today, but he did arrange for 
some gorgeous weather in the 
wake of last week's hurricane 


conditions. The rains had left perfect 
traction, little mud and no dust. The 
California Racing Club traditionally 
uses most of Indian Dunes for this 
“Merry Christmas” Grand Prix, but 
those same beneficial rains did force a 
bit of editing on the original course. 
A small water jump was included as 
were stadium style jumps on the 
International MX course and some of 
the most brutal whoops seen since 
the Ponderosa Hare Scrambles stop- 
ped running. A tough course but fast. 

Jim Holley took an early lead on 
the super fast start. The two big 
opening sweepers led immediately to 
the water crossings and back out into 
the Santa Clarita Wash and towards 
the International course. Holley had 
the barest lead over Bob Schulz com- 
ing to the wash, but Schulz dug up 
some afterburner power and passed 
Holley in the wash. The speed was 
boggling. Open class bikes, even with 
motocross gearing, are probably cap- 
able of 90 mph, and both riders were 
flat out. 

The only thing stronger than their 
engines were their brakes, and they 
entered the Stadium jumps together 
with Schultz about three feet 1n the 
lead. 

The 250s started on the second row 
and Troy Smith got off first — off the 
line and off the bike. His lead lasted 
until the water jump when a side- 
ways landing put him upside down 
and out of the race. With Smith opt- 
ing for an early out, John Whelchel 
became an instant first, since he was 
only inches behind Smith. Whelchel 


. needed no further prompting and set 


out after the first row Open bikes. By 
lap three he had moved into fourth 
overall. 


Erik Kehoe came around in the 


lead of the 125s and continued to lead 
for every lap, but one. Unfortunately, 
that lap was the last one when Russ 
Wageman, who had spent 40 minutes 
chasing Kehoe, finally got by and 
held the lead for the win in the 125cc 


class. 


By lap two, Holley was back in the ok 


overall lead and Tracy Oswell was 
holding a solid third behind Schulz. 
They were to hold those relative posi- 
tions in the Open class right through 
to the finish. Whelchel was dominat- 
ing the 250cc class, and was working 
his way through the Open ranks. By 
mid-race, he had passed Oswell and 
was pressuring Schulz. Schulz glanced 
back, saw that his challenger was in a 
different class and graciously waved 
him by. This gave Whelchel the op- 
portunity to go after Holley and a 
possible first overall. 

The early part of the race saw Jim 
Tarantino and. Randy Morales get 
into one of their fabulous 250cc class 
battles. This was resolved in Morales' 
favor and he scampered on for a final 
second in the 250cc class and fifth 
overall. 

Meanwhile, Whelchel was not 
squandering Schulz's generosity and 
began to close in on Holley. With 10 
minutes left to go, he showed up on 
Holley's back porch, knocking to be 
let by. Holley was not feeling hospit- 
able and managed to keep the door 
closed to the end and get first overall 
and first Open. Whelchel got second 
overall and first 250cc money for that 


great try. 
William Surratt flew right to an 


immediate lead in the Mini race, and 
was off the jump first to head up the 
Minis for the entire race. Mouse 
McCoy was inches behind and stayed 
there. “Stray Cat” Mike Healy was a 
strong third. 

Tony Mercier followed Surratt's 
example and got the jump on the 
Novices to lead for the Novice win. 
By mid-race, Mercier had fought his

Top Oregon desert star, Bill 
Dowers swept his shiny new 
XC500 Husky into first overall 
in the annual Desert Raiders 
Bagdad Classic today. Finishing just 
behind Dowers was local shoe Steve 
Henry (480cc Hon), who led most of 
the race until he was slowed by a flat 
tire. 

Winter is setting in here in Idaho. 
Driving into the pit area Sunday 
morning, riders were greeted with 
snow and cold. On the positive side 
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though, the hardy racers knew that 
the usual desert racing hassles of 
dust, holes and heat would be non- 
existent. 

After the standard rider’s meeting 
and smokebomb practice, 46 eager 
souls lined up for the banner drop 
start. Roaring into the lead at the 
smokebomb was Henry. Right behind 
was Curt Harpham (490cc Mai), who 
was making up for a poor start. A 
tight group of riders went by next, 
including Howard Pickett (250cc 
Hon), Joel Huskey (250cc Hon), 
Henry Reimann (175cc Yam) and Ron 
Dillon (125cc Yam). 

As the racers began to string out, 
they noted a varied course including 
slick, icy roads and damp, sandy 
trails with outrageous traction. About 
10 miles from the start, the course 
went right down the middle of Wil- 
son Creek for about two miles, and if 
you loved tons of boulders, and lots 
of cold, cold water, then this section 
was for you. 

The rough, fun and rocky course 
began to take its toll before the first 
lap was even completed. Dillon had 
moved the little YZ125 up to third 
overall, but blew the motor in a 
sandwash about three miles from the 
end of the loop. Just around the 
corner from Dillon, Harpham’s Maico 
had thrown a chain, putting him out 
for the day. This left Henry with a 
huge lead as he pitted at the end of 
lap one, but Dowers was riding his 
usual smart and smooth race, and 
had moved up to third overall by the 
end of the lap. 

Racing continued on lap two. 
Henry kept the lead and Dowers 
clamly passed Pickett, who had picked 
up a flat tire and DNF. Impressive to 
watch was Curt Dice (250cc Mai), 
who was fighting a truly awful start 
and bike trouble. Dice made up huge 
amounts of time and managed to 
pull out a fine eighth overall finish. 

The field had dwindled down con- 
siderably by the third and final lap. 
The rocks took their toll on Henry’s 
Honda and with about 20 miles to go, 
he picked upa flat. Dowers was right 
there and swooped into the lead. 
Henry held on for second overall, and 
steadily improving rider Ron Nash 
put his 1983 Maico 490 into a super 
third overall. Fourth overall and first 
Novice was Ron Wehr (250cc Yam). 
Ron was really pumped, and he will 
definitely be one to watch in the 
future. 

Robert Nancolas (YZ125) recovered 
from a terrible start to finish fifth 
overall and win the 125cc Expert 
class. The first 250cc Expert was Joel 
Huskey (250cc Hon) at sixth overall. 

Yes, Virginia, there were a lot of 
rocks, DNFs and cold, but we had fun 
and that's what it's all about. As 
usual, Wyoming's Ken Guio won the 
Senior class and had to be tackled 
from his bike since he didn't want to 
quit riding. Merry Christmas, all. e

Beckham boogies,

Early arrivals at Austin Moto- 
sports Park were greeted by a 
dense fog today, but the low 
level liquid was soon dissipated 
by the heated action as a strong field 
of riders provided exciting racing in 
all classes. Excellent track prepara- 
tion by promoters Norman and Rocky 
French eliminated the infamous 
“Moon Craters” and produced the 
kind of tacky traction that makes for 
high speed, yet safe competition. 
Some slight spectator disappoint- 
ment was expressed as Lee DuBose of 
American Honda was forced to with- 
draw with mechanical problems just 
prior to the start of the 250cc Expert 
clash. With the strong starting DuBose 
absent on the line, it was up and com- 
ing young contender Larry Hughes 
from Houston leading the charge off 
the gate into the fourth gear right- 
hander. Hunter Carrothers wrested 
the lead from Hughes on the second 
lap, only to be displaced by a smooth- 
riding Jack Beckham a short time 
later. The race turned into a three 
way fray at mid-point as Kevin Hor- 
ton dove inside Carrothers and moved 
to challenge Beckham. At the white 
flag Hughes caught fire and mounted 
an attack on the leaders, which netted 
him a third just behind Horton and 
only a bikelength ahead of Carrothers. 
The second stanza was all Beck- 
ham and Carrothers in the most close- 
ly contested racing of the day. This 
furious affair went down to the last 
turn with Beckham taking a narrow 
victory. “Boy that Carrothers never 
gives up, he’s always there pushing 
you. This kind of competition defi- 
nitely forces you to go faster,” a 
fatigued Beckham stated after the 
race. Mark Brown took third, Horton 
took an unplanned detour, and 


Hughes took a DNF to Se oe aria the

Honda star Dan Conway showed 
his National experience by taking un- 
contested wins in both motos of the 
Open Expert class. Wet Energy pilot 
Jeff Shaw and Beckham were left 
behind to argue over the runner-up 
position, with Beckham winning that 
contest. The battle of the big bores 
was highlighted by a rare appearance 
on an '83 Yamaha 490 by the irre- 
pressible, berm-busting blond 
bomber, Jack Hicks. Hicks, who 
claimed he was only doing a little 
friendly R & D work for Kasson 
Yamaha, nevertheless turned in cred- 
itable performances in both heats, 
with the effects of his long layoff 
from racing noticeable only in the 
latter stages. 

From this time on, Paul Horton’s 
name will be synonymous with “The 
Save.” You had to see it to believe it. 
After winning the first moto of the 
250cc Intermediate class with little 
trouble, Horton found himself hope- 
lessly mired in fifth place with over 
half of the second moto gone. Seek- 
ing to rectify this dismal situation, 
Horton gota bit overzealous with the 
throttle and tangled briefly with Trey 
Brizendine. What next transpired will 
be discussed forever by those who 
witnessed it. 

Almost certainly headed for the 
turf, Horton’s Honda miraculously 
righted itself. Horton, however, was 
far from being in control. With his 
stomach firmly on the seat and his 
left hand dangling in the region of 
the shift lever, Horton somehow man- 
aged to struggle back into the saddle 
just as he went over a small jump. 
This obstacle tossed our hero off his 
machine and the landing pitched 
him into a running position along- 
side the motorcycle with a sharp 
right hander approaching rapidly. 
The assembled spectators gasped. 
Surely it was all over. But noooo! Not 
only did he save it through the turn, 
but the unperturbed Honda hotshot 
regained his composure and passed 
the four riders in front of him before 
time expired to claim first again!
